1 want to
act."

Augustin Daly looked at him terribly. “I
allew no one to want anything in my theater
except what 1 want,” ho sald.

Wilie Colller rushed out of the theater,
erying: 1 won"t be ca'lboy uny more!” Aftar
that appalling and unprecented eplsodo the
name of Colller and Its memory wore wiped
from the pay roll and archives of Daly's
The callboy was ofMelally dead and buriea,

However, he was presently resurrectod
by John Russell, the farce-comedy munnger,
and put Into the Bijou theater, just a block
from Daly's, where he defled fate by an
amusing but Infidel carfeature of Augustin
Daly. Now Daly |s gone. His company Is
scattered over the land and Willie Collier 1a
& slar.
